LABOUR TROUBLES CONTINUE 
IN U.S.A. i 


Kent (Wash.), May 7. 

This place was the seene to-day 
of another flare-up over Pilipino 
labour when 40 American labour- 
ers visited vegetable farms and 
raided Filipino labour quarters. 

Two hundred Filipinos had re- 
cently heen imported to “this 
section for vegetable packing, re- 
ceiving 25 cents an hour for 
labour which Americans: previous- 
ly had been doing for 50 cents an 
hour, 

Four Filipinos were kidnapped 
and dozens of others were driven 
away with threats of violence: 

Edwin Dolle, one of the alleged 
raiders, was arrested, and two 
pistols were found on his person. 

‘The raiders, some of them 
reputed to be heavily armed, visit- 
ed 30 places altogether. 

In one case a dozen autos sur- 
rounded'a Filipino camp. Four 
of the Filipino workers Were kid- 
napped and the others forced to 
flee in their nightclothes and bare- 
footed.
